The Morse code was invented in 1838 by an American artist 
and inventor called Samuel Morse. It was used to send 
messages to people by radio telegraph. The first message in 
Morse code was sent in 1844. The code was called the 
International Morse code. 


The International Morse code is a system of dots (<<) and 
dashes (- - -) that represent each letter of the alphabet. То 
send a message, people tap out the code for each letter using 
their fingers and a special machine that sends the message 
to other people electronically.
